Object. to Principal Charles 
Marks and Propose to Give 
Him Icy Stare. 


WANT MRS. HASKELL. 


She Declines to Take Position as 
Teacher at. the Same 
| Salary.

A “situation,” with 100 small boys and 
girls as the principal actors, will confront 
Principal Charlies E. Marks when he opens 
his first session in the new Spalding school 
for crippled chiiren this morning. 

If the parents of some of the children and 
the friends of Mrs. Emma 8S. Haskell arecor- 
rect in their surmisesy Principal Marks will 
be greeted by his pupils with something in 
the nature of a telepathic boycott, whatever 
that may be. Presumably it is what in some 
circles would be called the icy stare. 

This is because Mra. Haskell, avho for sev- 
eral years has been in charge of the work for 
crippled children, which has been carried on 
in a wing of the Tilden school, was not rec- 
ommended for promotion to the rank of 
principal and placed in charge of the new 
building, which is the only public school 
building of its kind in the west. Thechildren 
say they want Mrs. Haskell and don’t want 
a man and won't be nice to a man, anyway. 
And Mrs. Haskell says that if the board of 
education doesn’t want heryms. principal it 
can do without her entirely. 

Principal Marks’ appointment was con- 
firmed by the board last Wednesday, how- 
ever, and up to a late hour yesterday Supt. 
Cooley had received no resignation from 
Mrs. Haskell. Sono one knows just what will 
happen. 

Situation Is Complicated. 

The situation, as it came before the school 
board at its meeting Wednesday evening, in- 
volves more complications than the children 
over at the Spalding school ever dreamed of. 
Since 1899, when the school for crippled chil- 
Gren was taken over by the board of educa- 
tion, occasional contributions for special 
equipment, Thanksgiving and Christmas 
dinners, and the like, have been received 
from persons interested intheschool. When 
Principal Marks’ appointment was recom- 
mended, Trustee O’Ryan asked that the ap- 
pointment be held up for two weeks on the 
ground that these charitable persons should 
be given a hearing in the matter. 

Trustee Theodore W. Robinson objected. 

“ This board,’’ he said, “ has a well defined 
policy. There seems to be a question here 
as to whether we shall be governed by the 
recommendations of the superintendent of 
schools, or whether oar policy shall be gov- 
erned by the wishes of outside parties—which 
in this case appear to be decidedly vague.”’ 

And the appointment was approved. Then 
each of the Chicago newspapers received a 
communication from Mrs. J. M. Behrman, 
the mother of one of Mrs. Haskell’s formen 
pupils, telling of Mrs. Haskell’s work, and 
pleading for her appointment to the princi- 
palship. 


Technicality, Says Mrs. Haskell. 

“My position has been taken from me 
on a technicality,’’ said Mrs. Haskell yes- 
terday. ‘It is true that I have not a prin- 
cipal’s certificate, but there are other things 
to be considered} and I do not feel that I 
can take a subordinate position. I have 
qualified for the position and Mr. Marks 
It seems to me there are bound to 
be clashes on account of the peculiar condi- 
tions which will prevail, and if there are 
the best interests of the children cannot be 
served.”’ 

Mrs. Haskell\ has been assigned a posi- 
tion on the teaching staff of the Spalding 
school, and has been directed, as have the 
other teachers assigned to the school, to re- 
port for work today. Her salary will suffer 
no reduction. 

‘“‘The appointment was made purely on 
merit,’’ said Superintendent Cooley, in dis- 
cussing the matter. ‘‘ Mrs. Haskell has no 
principal's certificate and Mr. Marks, who 
is an unusually capable young man, has. 
I recommended the one who,/in my opin- 
ion, will do the most for the school. If-Mrs. 
Haskell decides to resign we shall be sorry, 
but we shall have to get along without her."’ 


Schools Open Today. 

All the schools under the control of the 
Chicago board of education will open this 
morning. In the suburbs, however, many 
of the high schools do not open until Sept. 
9 or 16. 

The offices of the board of education were 
crowded all day by parents and teachers 
who wanted transfers for pupils, assign- 
ments as cadet teachers, or directions for 
work. No exact estimate of the number of 
pupils in the schools can be made until to- 
night, but about 240,000 are expected. Two 
hundred and sixty-four schools have report- 
ed through their principals that they are 
ready to open.

WANTS BANK CASE FEES FIXED. 


Attorney Loeb Asks Court to Allow 
$150,000 to Receiver Fetzer 
and His Counsel. 


Attorney Jacob W. Loeb appeared before 
Judge Chetlain yesterday to ask that $150,000. 
be set as the total allowed to receiver and 
attorneys in the Milwaukee Avenue State 
bank case. Receivership fees during the last 
ten years, he said, have averaged about 10 
per cent of the total amount handled.

This time 
the branch was heavy enough to bear the 
strain, and when the rope untwined itself 
from his leg the boy swung downward, still 
holding tight, and clung there until several 
men climbed up and rescued him, unhurt 
but badly scared. 

The accident, which occurred before a large 
crowd, caused a small sized panic, and sey- 
eral women fainted when they saw the boy 
being carried upward.

All he had to do 
was to increase his stock, add to its variety,’

6.300 MILES FROM CAPITAL. 


Earth Shaken for an Hour and a Half, - 


|SHIPPY SEEKS FOR CLEW. 


According to Chart. 


iWashington, D. C., Sept. 2.—[Special.}— 
Somewhere out in the wide world an earth- 
quake tore things up for an hour and a half 
today. None of the seismographical experts 
here know just where the earthquake oc- 
curred, approximately it was 6,300 miles 
from Washington, east, south, or west. 

The seismograph only records the earth- 
quake. Only the telegraph and the subma- 
rine cables can tell where the quake took 
place. 

Told by the Seismograph. 

All that is known here is revéaled in the fol- 
lowing bulletin issued by the weather bureau 
tonight: 

“A distinct earthquake ‘of considerable 
magnitude was recorded at the weather bu- 
reau near noon today. The first preliminary 
tremor began at 11:21.42 a. m., seventy-fifth 
meridian time. The second preliminary trem- 
ors began at.11:32:58 and were characterized 


by waves of considerable period, thirty to. 


thirty-five seconds. The strong motion of the 
earthquake get in at about 11:38 and con- 
tinued for about tweive minutes—namely, 
until 11:50 a. m.—with several periods of 
maximum amplitude. 

* The displacement of the ground was near- 
ly the same in both the east-west and north- 
south components of motion, and amounted 
to about 4.2 millimeters for the east-west, as 
compared to 8.2 millimeters for the north- 
south component. : 


Lasted Hour and Half. 
“The total duration of the earthquake ex- 
ceeded an hour and a half, and there is every 
evidence that at some place several thou- 


‘sand miles from Washington a great earth- 


quake occurred.”’ 

Prof. F. Omori, secretary of the earthquake 
investigations commission of Japan, wae 
present at the weather bureau, and, after 
inspecting the seismograph record, gave it as 
his opinion that the origin of this earth- 


quake must have been approximately 6,300 (| 


miles from Washington.

BOMB THROWER 
BAF FLES POLICE. 


Motive of Man Who Attempted 


to Destroy James Pease’ 5 
Residence a Mystery. 


Theory That Attack Was Made 


by Foe of Gamblers Prac- 
tieally Abandoned. 


Chief of Police Shippy took personal 
charge yesterday of the hunt for the mys- 


terious bomb thrower who has been terror- 


izing the big gamblers of Qbicago during the 
last few months and who culminated his ma- 
licious efforts Sunday night when he at- 
tacked the residence of James Pease, former 
sheriff, at 8212 Dover street. 

Although the chief would not 4dmit last 
night that any definite clew toward the iden- 
tity of the eriminal had been obtained, he 
said the task was not a hopeless one and 
that an arrest might be expected within a 
few days, 

The motive.,of the man who threw the 
bomb or nitroglycerin into the yard of the 
Pease residence is puzzling the police de- 
partment. 

“Tt looks to me as if a fanatic of some 
sort had gone after Pease for some gined 
wrong,’ said Chief Shippy. ‘I never have 
heard his name connected with the gamblers 
and I do not see how he could be brought into 
this war. We are making every possible 
effort to find this criminal. 


Diligent Search for Clews. 

“T cannot say that we have any positive 
clew, but we are working on one or two things 
that look good. It is a serious thing. I am 
determined to run it to the ground."’ 

Assistant Chief Schuettler, long in charge 
of the gambling squad, also declared it was 
not possibl to connect the ex-sheriff with the 
gambling situation. 

“In all my experience with gamblers I 
never have heard his name mentioned,” said 
Schuettler. ‘‘ I think sore enemy of his, who 
had read of the tactics of the gamblers’ ene- 
mies, took this method of revenge or of 
frightening Mr. Pease.’’

Hearst Urges Labor Peace. 

Norfolk, Va., Sept. 2.—William Randolph 
Hearst of New York and Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of / 
Labor, were the principal speakers at to- 
day’s great Labor day celebration at the 
Jamestown exposition. Mr. Hearst said in 

art: 
ers I have no patience with the prejudices 
which exist between alleged classes when 
the classes themselves do not really exist. 
There is no reason for hostility between 
employer and employé. Capital is but the 
accumulation of wealth which employer and 
employé create together. Wages aré but 
the division of profits, anf@.so long as the 
division is just and equita there is ho 
occasion for conflict. A condition such as 
has developed in Colorado is a curse to the 
country. 

“Phe great financial promoters, organ- 
izers, and executives of America are worthy 
of recognition and reward. They work as 
hard as any of us, and their work is abso- 
lutely necessary to the full production of 
the riches out of which are paid the highest 
wages of the world. Let them have wealth 
as long as it is honestly acquired. ‘ 


Organization Is Needed. : 
“ and now, my friends, in the creation of 
wealth and the equable distribution of wealth, | 
not-only ts codperation neceasary, but orgqn- 
ization is necessary. Labor uniods ere valu- 
able, not only to their own members, but to 
the whole community. And honest, law 
abiding organizations of capital.are vaiua- 
ble not énly to their own stockholders, but 
to the whgle community. | 
“The m@nace of combinations of capital, 
however, is seen in the misuse of their enor- 
mous power for evil. You hear much of 
how a mayor of San Francisco has falien, but 
you hear little of how powerful public serfv- 
ice corporations tempted a wretched human 
being with great wealth and brought a once 
respected man to ruin and disgrace.’ | 


Gompers’ Protest on Courts. 

Samuel Gompers made a strong protest 
against ‘“‘the discrimination of the courts 
against the laboring 
which deprived them of their constitutional 
guarantee of equality before the law,’’ as he 
termed it. 

‘‘The injunctions as issued against work- 
men are never used or issued against any 
other citizens of our country,” declared Mr. 
Gompers.. Continuing, he said: 

“Tt is an attempt to deprive citizens of our 
country of the right of trial by jury and to 
fasten an offense against them when they are 
innocent of any wrongdoing. Labor asks no 
immunity for any man, workman or other, 
who may be gullty of unlawful or criminal 
conduct. But we do insist that when a work- 
man is charged with a crime he shal} be tried 
by the same process of law as every other 
citizen. | 

“It may not be amiss to sound a word of 
warning and advice to such of the rampant, 
vindictive and greedy employers who seek to 
rob the working people of their lawful rights 
by the unwarranted injunction process. The 
full power of labor has never yet been exer- 
cised in defense of its rights; it is not wise te 
compel its exercise.’’

SHOES WILL COST MORE: 


Leather Experts Say Conservatism Dur- 
ing the Last Year Is Certain to Re- 
sult in Advance of Prices. 


Shoes may cost more next year owing to 
the curtailment of production at the tan- 
neries. This was the information which 
reached the public at the shoe and leather 
market fair at the Coliseum last night. 
Good authorities estimate that the big sole 
leather corporation alone has reduced its out- 
put since Jan. 1 fully 500,000 sides as com- 
pared with the same period in 1906. 

‘**Any one who looks about and makes in- 
quiries may learn that tanners for months 
past have operated their yards with caution 
and conservatism,’’ said an official of the 
exhibition. 

“If any one is inclined to doubt this he 
may find confirmation of it in the hide mar- 
kets. It is pretty well understood that large 
stocks of hides are held in salt and unsold 
by packers and dealers, but it is not always 
realized that these accumulations of raw ma- 
terials represent not move hides taken off

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 2.—Using the crawl 
stroke almost the entire distance, and swim- 
ming easily at the finish, H. J. Handy, the 
Chicago swimmer, won the Marathon swim- 
ming race of ten miles in the Mississippi 
river this afternoon.

The fifty-three men 
lined up on the deck of a large steamer which 
had been anchored in midstream and all dived 
at the. firing of the starting gun. 

During the first half mile the men became 
stretched out acros#@the stream. When the 
first mile had been passed, however, Handy, 
crawling along at a’ rapid clip, drew 
away, and at the end of the second mile was 
more than 100 yards in front and setting a 
terrific pace.

The future outlook, without exception as 
to location, is reported as bright.

The steel industry presents a grati- 
fying condition with a large tonnage already 
booked and a feeling that heavier orders 
will be the rule, now that the crop is as- 
‘sured in many sections. Manufacturers gen- 
erally feel that the factories will be open 
all winter. There is some doubt as to the 
last six months of 1008 on account of the elec- 
tion. ; 

Fear of short crops in the west, northwest, 
and southwest has been removed by the 
favorable weather of the last few weeks and 
the improvement has put a healthy tone into 


the business outlook in the agricultural-| 


states. The wheat crops in Kansas, Nebras- 
ka, Missouri, and Oklahoma have been har- 
vested and enough thrashed to form a fairly 
accuraté estimate of the yield. 


Estimates on Wheat Crop. 

In Kansas the returns indicate a crop 
of 65,000,000 as against 90,400,000 bushels last 
year, but it compares favorably with the 
average of 55,000,000 bushels for the last ten 
years. The Oklahoma wheat crop was re- 


and Missouri both have good average crops. 

The reports from the spring wheat states, 
Minnesota, the’ Dakotas, Iowa, and Mani- 
toba, indicate a 10 per cent reduction as éom- 
pared with last year, but this may be over- 
come if the present favorable weather con- 
tinues. The total yield for last year was 
250,000,000 bushels. . 

The corn crop last year in Indiana, IIii- 
nols, lowa, Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, and 
Minnesota amounted to 1,584,000 bushels, 
Tilinois leading with 383,000,000 bushels. The 
reports this year indicate a good avéTage 
crop, though it will be a little late. There 
is some danger of an early frost in the more 
northern sections, but reports from Kansas 
indicate a 25 per cent increase over its crop 
of 200,000,000 bushels last year. It is con- 
fidently asserted the Nebraska crop will be 
large, as it has matured sufficiently to over- 
come any slight unfavorable conditions.

Early Diagnosis and Prompt Treat- 
mént, Dr. Evans Says, Would Reduce 
the Number of Cases.

Health Commissioner ttvans began system- 
atic efforts to reduce the number of con- 
sumptive cases in Chicago. He announced 
that tuberculene would be issued free to 
physicians, and if necessary the diagnosis 
would be made by physicians from the neaitn 
department. 

Tuberculosis ig not tiie deadly disease it 
is pictured to be,” said Dr. Mvans. “ Un the 
contrary, #0 per cent of the persons afflicted 
can be cured if the is discovered in 
time. Early diagnosis of ali suspicious cases 
would reduce the death rate to a minimum.’’ 

If the disease is discovered within a year 
of its inception the patient has an excellent 
chance of recovery providing he lives in the 
cpen Q@ir and oheys the ruies of hygiene. 

The presence of tuberculosis can be de- 
tected with practical certainty by the hypo- 
dermic injection of tubercuiene. ir tne dis- 
ease is treated during the first year a cure 
is almost certain.”’ . 

Dr. Evans said the facilities ror treating 
the disease in Chicago are inadequate. More 
than 10,000 cases exist in the city annually, 
but the hospita! at Dunning can care for only 
250. He said persons afflicted with the dis- 
ease should arrange their own homes &0 as 
to get all the fresh air possibte.

The 
people should not be influenced by misleading state- 
ments put afloat for their confusion by the System’s 
agents. Here are the questions the horse sense an- 
swers to which will point the people the true road to 
take at this critical juncture of their affairs: . 

FIRST—Are good stocks as safe 4s savings 
banks? There are four billion dollars in savings 
banks, They are kept loaned out—must be kept 
loaned out to earn 4 per cent per annum. They 
could not be kept loaned out unless the collateral 
upon which they are loaned embraced the indus- 
trial institutions of the country—institut upon 
which billions of good stocks are based, If Bom 
stocks are going to the bowwows savings banks 
must go with them. 

SECOND—Will Presidént ocsdeeitie war on 
corrupt corporation controllers hurt good stocks ? 
Every blow President Roosevelt strikes at corrupt 
corporation controllers enhances the valde of good 
stocks—means that the large portion of’the earnings 
of corporations which have been fraudulently divert- 
ed by their controllers to themselves and their pals 
will remain with the corporations. 

THIRD—Will the price of good stdeke surely 
advance from the present low level? The fact that 
there are four billion dollars of the people’s savings 
earning only 4 per cent per year means that capital 
is content with 4 per cent, which in turn means that 
once American corporations are placed in the 
hands of honest managers the securities based upon 
them will advance until prices reach a 4 per cent 
basis. This means at least the doubling! of present 

rices. 

FOURTH—Can the System now do Anything to 
destroy the people’s investments? The only power 
the System has ever had to destroy the people’s in- 
vestments in good stocks was the power to scare, 
them into selling at slaughter prices after they, the 
System, had induced them to buy at the top arti- 
ficially ‘made high prices, The System has: no control 
over the people’s investments in good stocks when 
the people buy at the bottom and sell at the top and 
confine théir purchases to what they can pay for in 
full. Once mote, withdraw savings and buy now. 
Bear in mind every day’s delay means higher prices. 
Last week when I advertised Amalgamated could 
have been bought at 65, Union Pacific at 120. Now 
75 and 130 will have to be paid. 

P. S.—Another illustration which will bear mull- 
ing over: Steamship King Morse has captured all 
the Atlantic coastwise steamships. Has put them 
into a gigantic corporation, the Consolidated Steam- 
ship Company. Before consolidated the companies 
embraced were earning $3,500,000; by savings the 
earnings have been increased to $4,500,000. The 
Steamship King has placed $60,000,000 of 4 per bent 
bonds on the market; they are down to 25. that is, 
$100 buys four and the four return $16 per annum 
interest on the $100 invested. Steamship King Morse 
before the recent slump staked his reputation that 
some day these bonds would sell at four times their 
present price. Does any sane man think that Steam- 
ship King Morse is anxious to have the people with- 
draw their savings and sectire these bonds at the 
present low price made by the system’s panic, or does 
he reason that Steamship King Morse and his asso- 
ciates prefer to borrow the people’s savings at 4 per 
cent, thereby making three times 4 per cent, and 
later, when these bonds are 65 or 75 and on their 
way to 100, let the people exchange their savings for 
them? I give this as one of many cases that should 
make savings bank depositors ponder and seek an an- 
swer to: If our deposited savings are being used in 
the creation and maintenance of the couritry’s indus- 


tries so as to return net earnings of 10 and 12 per 
cent per annum, why should we receive but 4 per cent 


when by making ourselves the owner of these indus- - 


tries by the purchase of their stocks we can secure 
all the earnings? 

P. 2—Already the people’s buying is begia- 
ning to tell. The financial reports for the past week 
are filled with thea is remarking on the un +8 
cedented nufhber of orders received by Stock 
change houses for odd lots, all of which are helete 
paid for in cash and taken out of the’ Street.” An 
savings bank officials all over the country r the 
withdrawal of deposits for the purchase of stocks. 
I ask Wall street to watch this new rocess for a 
while longer, when. it will be astonished at its volume. 

P.S m any sane man fail to see the rad- 
ical change in the times? When I first crucified 
Standard Oil the people were horror-struck. Stuyve- 
sant Fish, ex-president of the Illinois tral rail-~ 
road, one 4 last week punched the present presi- 
dent of the Illinois Central in the face and uppercut 
him as he dropped under the directors’ table, yet the 
whole world, from Concord to Oshkosh, from New- 
port to Beeswing empee yells: “Bully for you, 

tyve, poke him again; kick his slats!”
